Which refuſeth to goe to their pariſh church fo 
heare diuine ſernice:the Miniſter and church-wardens of that pariſh 
ars commanded once fuery moneth from hence fo2th to goe to euery 
ſuch perſon, with 2 02 3 witnelles,and beloꝛe thoſe witnelles to require 
euery ſuch perſon, to repaireto church to heare diuine ſeruice. And the 
ſaid miniſter and church ⸗wardens are commanded to ſend a certificat 
in wꝛiting ſigned with the hands and marke of ſaid miniſter church- 
wardens and witneſſes ; to the Archdeacon , alwates onthe tenth day 
| befoze Midſommer day : on the tenth day beloze ichaelmas day: on 
the tenth day befoze Chꝛiſtmas dap: and one the tenth day befoze our 
Lady in day Lent; ſo as returne ot ſuch cerfificat may be had in due 
time to the Cuſtos Rotulorum, at enery @eſſions next enſuing thoſe 
Feaſts, teſtifping as well the maner and time of the admenithments ol 
ſuch recuſants ( whatſoeuer they be) as their anſweres: and when and 
whether they went to church enery moneth after ſuch admonition, gi⸗ 
nen to them as alozeſaid. Dz whether any ſuch perſon hath wilfally | 
withdzawne himſelte krom taking oz vnderſtanding ſuch admonition: 
and alſo declaring the names, ſirnames, and abiding places, ofeuery 
one that ſhal offend in any part oꝛ cauſe of the abone wzitten Articles: 
This euery miniſferand churchwarden, is ſtreightly charged, to ſhew 
his dilgenct in, and effectually ſo do, as they and tuerꝝ of them will an⸗ 
ſwere the contrary 2
